Neither Miss Von Hillern nor Miss 
Marshall slept either soundly or long 
yesterday morning, both being eagtV 
to return to the track. Miss Von 
Hillern walked with the remarkable 
ease, lightness, and speed that made 
her first mile interesting; but Miss 
Mar-hall, palt», downcast, and suffer- 
ing, though determined, limjiod in her 
walk. To lessen the chill of sleepless- 
ness and pain, Miss Marshall wore a 
black, lace-trimmed and ber.de 1 dol- 
man, dark woolen stockings over her 
walking shoca' and fur-tipped glove*. 
Frequently in the course of every hour 
she was compelled, by pain in her 
blistered foot, to retire to her tent. 

At noon Miss Von Hillern had 
walked 2o0 miles, and Miss Marshall 
233 miles. Roth dined at about 1 
o'clock. At about 5 o'clock Miss Von 
Hillern was near the end of her 2ii.3th 
mile, while Miss Marshall limped 
courageously through her 243d mile. 
At .6 o'clock Miss Von Hillern com- 
pleted her 267th mile, and retired to 
her tent to dine, and Miss Marshall 
also withdrew at the end of her 244th 
mile.

We pointed out, in our last article 
on ihe subjci-t, how tliis was the issue 
to which Kaaria was appa.-antly licnt 
upon forcing t lie. iiiesti ui. The BritU 
Cabinet Me* charly vital we have al- 
r. ady shown to la- the ea-e, that the 
results obtained by the r.i.noan war 
are indirectly imperiled by the 
.1. -mauds of Ku-.-ia in regard to the 
IVTolted provinces, and iiioroo-pccially 
iu regard to llulgaria; and the question 
now is: Will Uussia, after domain linj.' 
so much, l>o able to recede to the 
position of accepting as the result of 
the whole agitation, a solution which 
while it provides for an improved 
adinini-tration in the provinces, shall 
not have the etK ct of actually depriving 
Turkey of its territory? On the other 
hand, if, owing to the uncontrollable 
impulse of the Sclavonic movement in 
Baaafat, she cannot so recede, will the 
public of I'nglaud, for the sake of re- 
taining the results yarned by the Cri- 
mean war, and aanncaallj the right af 
confining tlie lUissian llect to the Rlaek 
Sea, support the present Government 
in a war? 

As the negotations proceed, public 
opinion both in Uussia and England 
vill daebtre itaeU, aoaa toaaable the 
rulers of the tVOMtioM to decide these 
points more clearly. In the mean time 
the prince of Montenegro has done wise- 
ly, if the tulugiaw speaks truly, to ex- 
ereise the right of an independent 
prince, which is denied to the prince of 
Servia, and nt'ike his own conditions 
with the Parle independently of any 
conference of the ptMNfB. If lie obtains 
in return for a promise of neutrality in 
the event of future hostilities, the port 
ofSpiaaia, which will give Ids country 
the outlet to the sea it has so long need- 
ed, he w ill bo more than repaid for the 
iosses sustained by lb* war, and may 
retire on his laurels. On the other 
hand, Turkey would be foolish to refuse 

him a boea which aalj deprivaa bar af 

a few square miles of territory, and in- 
sures thaoaieaoeaee of a most danger- 
ous and troublesome fighbet in the 
stormy times which may yet beinstors 
for her.

Considerable interest of late in re- 
'gard to the Electoral College induces 
us to make the following concise state- 
ment of the functions and composition , 
of that body. The Constitution pro- 
vides that each State shall choose as 
many men, called electors, as it has 
both Representatives and Senators. 
No member of either House of Con- 
gress, however, or persdh holding of- 
fice or trust or profit under the gov- 
ernment of the I'nited Suites, can ba 
chosen as an elector. The choice of 
electors must lie made on the same day 
in all tbe States, wliich is the "Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November." 
These men meet at their respective 
State cnpitols on the first Wednesday 
in December, and vote by ballot for 
Plteiuwat and Vice President. As 
the whole number of electors are bal- 
loted for the voters all over the State 
if the State goes Democratic or Repub- 
lican, by the smallest possible majori- 
ty, all the electoral votes arc cast ac- 
cording to that majority. The elec- 
tors can vote for w hom they please, 
but of course they vote for the candi- 
date of the party electing them. 

When the electors have cast their 
ballots, the votes are placed under 
seal and sent to the President of the 
Senate at Wa-bineton. 

The vote* of tho respective States 
are opened by the Houses of Congress, 
in joint session, on thu second Wednes- 
day of the February after the election. 
A majority of all the electoral votes is 
necessary to elect; and if such majority 
is not obtained by any candidate, the 
House of Representatives has a right 
to choose any one of the three candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of 
votes. 

Considerable agitation has been 
made at various times over the subject 
of dispensing with the Electoral Col- 
lege, and electing the President direct- 
ly bv the people. Iu this way the ma- 
jority of the popular vote would lie 
made to decide the election. Whether 
a Constitutonal amendment to this 
eileet will ever be made Ls a question 
for the future to decide.

A few days since Mr. Johnson, con- 
nected with the Long Ihanch Bank, 
and whose rosideuee is in Matawan, 
found n one dollar bill in the car*.

Johnson should invest five dollars more 
to endow the hospital, we have the im- 
menoe sum of tVBS^SM to forever keep 
the hospital in active opcrat ion . Some 
will say, "Two hundred years pshaw! 
that is to far off;" yet money institu- 
tions are now iu existence in Londou 
that arc ■ON than threo huudred 
years old, and if a man is dead it will 
make little diffcrenee to him if the 
money he deque iths is invested in two 
years or two hundred years. So we 
respectfully suggest that the dollar, with 
the additional five dollars shall be put 
out at interest to found the Johnson 
Hospital, to be built at Long Branch 
in 2l>7ti, and all from the one dollar 
found in the Central Railroad cars. — 
AMunj l'ark Journal.

It was a policy of disunion. It pro- 
longed the war years after war had 
MMi, It made impossible a true 
I nion, for no Uu ioo can exist any- 
where without the existence of recipro- 
cal interest and feelings. In times of 
profound peace lie overrode the CoiJ- 
stitution by using the army fir more 
jiolitical purposes, and thus arrayed 
Ihe K>uth against the North. He in- 
hibited the growth of fraternal senti- 
ments, of trade between different sec- 
tions. He cut off the South from the 
North, and so cut off from the North 
the benefits of a rich Sothern com- 
merce. He used his high grand office 
for the aggrandizement of himself and 
his relatives and triemls; he used it as 
fit were a mere perquisite; he wielded 
his authority as a master, not as a ser- 
vant, he disregarded the public will, 
and made his own will to the supreme 
law of the land. He surround, d him- 
self with men without the respect and 
confidence of the nation, and he made 
the principles of party that elected h : ra 
to mean nothing but devotion to him- 

self. 

TtMlay we see the result in the ruin 
of a great party which deserved a 
lietter fate. The country lias set its 
foot upon the Constitution and the 
noble principles of Republicanism.
